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NEW YORK, Nov. 21—Amer- 
icans will pay more for their tur- 


key and cranberry sauce this year 
because of drought, but these ar- 
ticles will continue to be chief fea- 
tures of the holiday dinner. 

New York alone will bring in 
millions of pounds of turkey for 
the holiday season. Live turkeys 
coming into the market by freight 
are expected to total nround 85 
cars—something like 1,300,000 
pounds of turkey or 130,000 10+ 
pound turkeys. £ 
But, produce men said, the great- 
est portion of turkeys coming into 
the market are dressing turkeys 
and it is estimated that 1,525 cars 
—each carrying 16,000 pounds — 
will come’ into the market for 
Thanksgiving, Christmas and New 
Year. This is about the sème level 
as last year, indicating that a lit- 
tle increase in price will not 
change the American habit of tur- 
key for Thanksgiving. + 
In nine leading cities a United 
Press compilation showed that 
turkeys likely would average 34 
cents a pound. This would be an 
increase of about 3!4 cents above 
the average for 1934. In addition, 
many cities are expecting prices to 
go up, perhaps as much as 2 cents, 
as the demand for Thanksgiving 
fowl increases next week. 
Cranberries — principal ingred- 
lent of the meal after turkey—are 
sharply higher. Drought burned 
out the crop in many sections of 
the country. Increases of as 
much as 100 per cent are reported 
in some centers, with the supply 
low. 

Chickens, ducks and geese are 
somewhat in demand, though they 
have not supplanted turkey, and 
prices on these show rises about 
corresponding to the rise in tur- 
keys. Butchers say, however, that 
despite turkey being slightly high- 
er than chicken, there is little de- 
sire to turn to the cheaper fowl.

Portland, Ore.— Turkeys about 5 
cents a pound higher with possibil- 
ity of a little decrease later as re- 
suit of good crop. Chickens 5 to. 
6 cents a pound higher, around 28 
cents; cranberry crop short and 
price 6 cents higher at 20 cents a 
pound as result of drought. 

Atlanta—Turkeys 5 to 7 cents x 
pound higher than last year, chick- 
en * to 5 centsa pound higher, 
cranberries 35 to 40. per cent 
higher. Other supplies about the 
same. E 

San Francisco—Turkeys about 7 
cents a pound higher at 35 cents 
with possibility-of scarcity later as 
result of heavy shipments to the 
East. Cranberries slightly higher 
but supply considered adequate for 
démand. Other supplies about the 
safne. 

Boston—Turkeys slightly higher, 
with Vermont birds quoted at 45 
cents a pound, and Northwestern 
38 cents a pound. Other "fixins" 
about the same as last year. 

Chícago—Turkeys about 3 cents 
a pound higher at 37 cents, cran- 
berries about 2 cents a pound high- 
er and other provisions about the 
same as last yeár. 

Los Angeles—Turkeys 4 to 6 
cents a pound higher at range of 
30 to 34 cents a pound, chickens 
higher; mincemeat and oysters, 
lower, but cranberries slightly 
higher. Turkeys are fewer and 
there is a better demand. 

Kansas City—Turkeys 3 to 6 
cents a pound higher at a range of 
28 to 33 cents a pound; chickens, 
ducks and geese 2 to 3 cents a 
pound higher; cranberries about 6 


cents a quart higher; butter 5 
cents a pound higher. Fowl sup- 
ply reported adequate. 

St. Louis—Turkeys about the 


same price, ranging from 23 to 27 
cents a pound; ducks sharply high- 
er at 36 cents a pound, and geese 
at 34 cents a pound compared with 
36 to 25 cents last year. Cran- 
berries higher, but other provis- 
fons about the same. Turkey sup- 
ply in question as dealers say it 
is about 50 per cent less than last 
year.

53 LIVES IN FLA. 
URING OCTOBER 


Safety Director Urges More 
Care In Driving 
Cars 


In 95% of the accidents, the 
Coroners’ Jury reported “Unavoid- 
able Accidents." There is no such 
a thing as unavoidable accidents 
—the responsibility is someone's. 


The month of October has 
brought 53 fatalities, being the 
greatest number, with the excep- 
tion of March, thus far this year. 

Some of The Facts 

Eleven people killed, running in- 
to trains. 

Two pedestrians killed walking 
in front of cars. 

Three killed by hit and run driv- 
ers. 

Twehty boys and girls Were kill- 
ed between the ages of 14 and 25. 


Fifty percent (nearly) ‘of those 
killed were under the age of 25. 

One fatality due to a cow In the 
road. 

Six children under 6 years of 
age (one was killed by belhg run. 
over by a.car backing. Second, 
skooted in front of an &ütomobjle- 

Third, was hit by a hit and run 
driver.

The ages of people killed during 
the month of October range from 
14 months—child that was play- 
ing in the streets when car batk- 
ed over it—to a pedestrian, 89, 
who walked in front of an auto- 
mobile. 

The little child that was in the 
way of a backing car, the respon- 
sibility, evidently, was the par- 
ents’. E 

The two-year-old child that 
skooted in front of an automobile, 
certainly, the parents should not 
have permitted the child to play in 
the streets. 

An innocent girl was killed when 

her father, who was driving the 
car, hit a tree. 
A boy, riding & bicycle, hit a 
Pedestrian, 69 years of age, and 
Killed him. Again, we have a lady 
thrown out of a car in a wreck, an 
innocent passenger. SURELY, 
avoided had the operator exercised 
common sense in driving.

Odd looking vehicles left 
Glades towns Monday and Tues- 
day on their trek into the depth of 
the well known hunting ground. 
"Don't fire at tny old bush, be- 
cause it might be your hupting 
companion," cautioned A s h e r 
Frank, state safety director. 
And I. N. Kennedy, executive 
secretary of the state game and 
fresh water fish commission, re- 
peated this oft-given advice to 
deer hunte: 
"It it ain't got antlers, don't 
shoot, because it isn't legal and 
besides it may be the guy youre 
hunting with." 

"Its homely advice," com- 
mented Kennedy, “but it's timely 
and every hunter who goes. into 
the woods this year should do his 
Part to make this a season with- 
out loss of human life.” 

Favorable spring and summer 
weather gave small game every 
opportunity to live, and persons 
out eary to train dogs reported 
more quail and other upland 
game than for many years. 

Deer are plentiful, particularly 
in the “Big Scrub” of the Marion 
county region, and the “ham- 
mock” county , along the Gulf 
coust. There's bear in the swamps 
too, and deep in the Everglades 


the game trails in search of deer. 

A surge of cold weather in the 
north and west to end the late 
Indian summer sent duck, geese 
and doves winging southward in 
gredt flocks. 

They were protected in their 
migration by stringent hunting 
Tules adopted by the federal bio- 


logical survey. The same rules 
apply in Florida, 

` Migratory watérfow! may be 
shot only between 7 a. m. and 
4 p. m. and shooting over baited 
areas or with live decoys is pro- 
hibited... Shooting dove over bait- 
éd areas also is unlawful. 

County judges reported in- 
¢reased demand for state-wide 
hunting licenses at the reduced 
Brice of $5.50 against $8.50 charg- 
ed last year. There was, how- 
ever, some decrease in county 
Tesident licenses, which are pric- 
td at $1.25, so that indications 
were the actual number of hunt- 
ers would not be' greatly increas- 
ed. 

The open season on quail, doves, 
wild turkey and squirrel is Novem- 
bey 20to February 15, although 
shortened in some counties by spec- 
jal local laws. Conservation of- 
ficers urged hunters to check up 
on local laws before going into a 
county. They also urged hunters 
to notice their licenses for the bag 
limits.

only)'& .November 20-December 
31,on ducks, geese, brant and 
snipe, November 20-December 19, 
on mourning doves, November 20- 
January 31.
